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White House Gives 
Nixon New Support 


Receives Warm 
Greeting at 
Ike’s Return 


Dump-Nixon Campaign 
By Stassen Touches 
Off GOR Opposition 


WASHINGTON (IPI - The White 
House renewed its support of Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon for 
renomination today in the face of 
a dump-Nixon campaign launched 
by presidential assistant Harold E. 
Stassen. 
White 
House Press 
Secretary 
James C. Hagerty told newsmen 
shortly before ll a. rn. EDT that 
he is standing firm on his previous 
prediction that Nixon will be re­ 
nominated 
as Mr. 
Eisenhower’s 
running mate when the GOP con­ 
vention meets in San Francisco 
Aug. 20. 
President Eisenhower 
himself, 
on his return from Panama early 
this morning, went out of his way 
to give a warm, cordial greeting 
to Nixon, For Stassen, 
who was 
also in the welcoming crowd at 
the airport, the President 
had 
only a brief, perfunctory hand­ 
shake and a “Hello.” 
Stassen threw a bombshell into 
the GOP political campaign late 
Monday by announcing 
he 
will 
fight to get the vice presidential 
nomination for Gov. Christian A. 
Herter of Massachusetts instead 
of Nixon. 
Firm Nixon Prediction 
The announcement touched off a 
whirlwind of opposition from top 
Republican leaders. Newsmen be­ 
sieged Hagerty for official White 
House reaction. 
Hagerty was reminded that he 
said recently at Gettysburg, Pa., 
that he has no doubt Nixon will 
be renominated. 
Hagerty refused to say anything 
further on the political squabble 
rocking 
the 
President’s 
official 
family, He simply referred news­ 
men to a statement he made 
in 
Panama City Monday. 
Hagerty said then that the Pres­ 
ident had told Stassen he 
could 
make “ any statement’ ’he wished 
as an individual but that he could 
not endorse Herter “ as a member 
of the President’s official family.” 
This 
spurred 
speculation that 
Stassen would be fired as Mr. Ei­ 
senhower’s Cabinet-level disarma­ 
ment adviser. But Stassen himself 
told newsmen 
today that he ex­ 
pects to continue in his adminis­ 
tration post. 
He said he had en­ 
dorsed 
Herter 
as an individual 
Republican and out of “loyalty” 
to Mr. Eisenhower. 
GOP Denounces Move 
Stassen said he favored Herter 
over Nixon because public opinion 
polls showed that an Eisenhower- 
Herter ticket would be 6 per cent 
stronger 
than 
an 
Eisenhower* 
Nixon ticket, 
and this difference 
could be decisive for GOP victory 
in close states. 
Almost to a man, the high offi­ 
cials 
of the 
Republican 
Party 
r o u n d l y 
'enounced 
Stassen’s 
move. 
Twenty GOP members of 
the House demanded his resigna­ 
tion. 
Democrats seized on the situa­ 
tion as evidence of an open break 
in the Republican Party only four 
weeks before the GOP convention 
opens in San Francisco. Adlai E. 
Stevenson said it was “new evi­ 
dence of the deep and long-stand­ 
ing 
split within 
the Republican 
Party.” 


Investigators Tell of Frantic Efforts 
To Cover Up Shortage in Hodge Funds 


SPRINGFIELD (UR) — Investiga­ 
tors told today of frantic efforts 
made less than three weeks ago 
to cover up an apparent $528,880 
shortage in one of former State 
Auditor Orville E. Hodge’s funds. 
The fund in question is made up 
of unclaimed deposits from banks 
which have been closed. A federal 
indictment returned S a t u r d a y 
charged Hodge dipped into the 
fund and misapplied $356,000. 
However, Albert E. Jenner of 
Chicago and John S. Rendleman of 
Carbondale, special attorneys for 
the Illinois Budgetary Commission, 
said their investigation indicated 
at least $528,880 was misapplied. 
Rendleman explained that on 
July 5 and 6, $528,880 was deposit­ 
ed to the fund in an apparent ef­ 
fort to juggle books and cover up 
a shortage. 
He reasoned that the 
; money would not have been re­ 
stored, unless that much had been 
misapplied in the beginning. 
The federal indictment against 
Hodge charged that he had p a rt, 


of the unclaimed bank deposit fund 
transferred from the Springfield 
Marine Bank to the Southmoor 
Bank and Trust Co., Chicago, where 
it was made available to him and 
his wife, Margaret. 
Rendleman and Jenner said their 
investigation indicated that while 
the fund was more than $800,000 
when Hodge took office in 1953, it 
later reached a low of $36,038. 
The lawyers said big deposits 
were made to the fund in the South­ 
moor banks on July 5 and 6. That 
was after the Hodge check scandal 
had broken, but before all of its 
ramifications were known. 
The attorneys said a total of 
$420,000 in cash and checks was 
deposited to the fund July 5, and 
the next day there was a deposit 
of $108,880. 
These 
deposits 
included 
two 
checks totaling $335,000 drawn on 
the account of the Hodge agency 
at the Granite City Trust and Sav­ 
ings Bank. 
The Hodge agency is 
operated by the former auditor.

GI Bill for Most 
War ll Veterans 
Dies Wednesday 


WASHINGTON OB — The 
GI 
Bill of Rights, which sent 2,200,000 
ex-GIs to college and trained an­ 
other 5,600,000 in various 
voca­ 
tions, dies Wednesday for all but 
a handful of World War II vet­ 
erans. 
The only veterans who will be 
allowed to continue training under 
the program will be those 
who 
enlisted in 1945-56 under the Volun­ 
tary Recruitment Act and hard­ 
ship cases of disabled ex-GIs. 
Veterans of the Korean 
War, 
both able and disabled, will con­ 
tinue school and vocational train­ 
ing for several years under other 
laws. 
After Wednesday the sole right 
remaining to veterans under the 
12-year-old GI Bill of Rights will 
be under the home and 
business 
loan provision. This provision was 
scheduled to expire July 25, 1957, 
but 
Congress 
completed 
action 
Monday on a bill to extend it to 
July 25. 1958. 
The education program saw a 
peak of 2,500,000 veterans taking 
some kind of training during 1947 
Only a few thousand are training 
today. 


The program cost $14,500,000,- 
000. 
But a VA spokesmen said it 
will be well repaid in the form of 
new 
skills 
and increased 
taxes 
from 
the higher 
incomes made 
possible by the program. 
The average income of veterans 
who trained under the GI bill 
is 
up 51 per cent for the last 
six j 
years compared with an increase I 
of only 19 
per cent 
for non- ' 
veterans. 
This, of course, means 
more taxes for the government.

The original cost of the bridge 
was $600,000. In its quarter-century 
of existence, $3,000,000 in tolls has 
been collected and tolls are still 
being collected at 30 cents per 
round trip.

This auto 
was not bothered. 
Sheriff William T. Barrett today 
said that the two wanted for arm­ 
ed robbery, Bruno Skirmont, 37, 
and William Bolten, 27. who aban­ 
doned their new car at the Jim 
Garner farm on Route 34 between 
Raleigh and Galatia, apparently 
headed west through fields to the 
Stone farm during the night. 
They presumably are out of the 
area now, he said. 
He said he 
was reasonably certain they got 
away in the Stone car.

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FAITHFUL CARETAKER: 
Oft-Honored Morey 
Sound Choice for Auditor 


(Chicago Daily News) 
Although he had nearly achieved 
the normal age for retirement, 
Lloyd Morey was called in as act­ 
ing president to take care of the 
University of Illinois after Presi­ 
dent Stoddard was dismissed. 
He 
did well, and became the president 
in fact, without any qualification in 
the title. 
He retired last Septem­ 
ber. 
Dr. Morey had served the univer­ 
sity 42 years before he became pres­ 
ident, for many recent years as 
comptroller. 
He was a professor 
of accounting and the author of 
texts on the accountancy of stats 
governments. 
Now he is caretaker for the stats 
auditor’s office. 
For one part of his job, at least, 
Lloyd Morey is an ideal choice to 
serve for the remainder of 1006. 
He has no political ambitions and 
no partisan obligations, sines the 
university has always fared wall 
at the hands of Republican and 
Democratic administrations and leg­ 
islatures alike. 
It is not the first time Dr. Morey 
has been called to clean up a fi­ 
nancial scandal. 
Some' years ago, 
the State of Louisiana was confront­ 
ed with one in the operation of its 
state university. 
The president of Louisiana State 
University, James Monroe Smith, 
defrauded the university of some 
S2 million. He fled to Canada, but 
was brought back to stand tidal and 
spent seven years in prison. 
Dr. Morey was the man called 
in to straighten out the university's 
books and business procedures.

Fluoridation 
Praised by U. S. 
Health Service 


WASHINGTON (IP- The U. S. 
Public Health Service 
issued a 
glowing new report today on the 
''rem arkable” ability of fluoridat­ 
ed water to reduce tooth decay. 
It said a 10-year study shows 
that fluoridation in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., cut the occurrence of chil­ 
dren’s cavities about 60 per cent. 
Apparently, even adults developed 
fewer miseries. 
“The scientific evidence is con­ 
clusive,** the service said, “ that 
water fluoridation is an effective 
public procedure for producing a 
substantial reduction in the inci­ 
dence of dental cares.” 
Ten Y ear Test 
Grand Rapids began adding flu­ 
orine to its w ater in January, IMS, 
in a bold experiment in cavity pre­ 
vention. The results of the test at 
the end of IO years were published 
in the current issue of the health 
service s “ Public Health Reports.” 
These showed: 
—A “ striking reduction” in den­ 
tal cavities in baby or first teeth. 
The reduction in the case of six- 
year-olds was about 54 per cent. 
—A “ marked reduction” in cavi­ 
ties in perm anent teeth. 
Among 
children born since the experiment 
began, the cavity rate “ was re ­ 
duced on the average by about 60 
per cent.” 
—No undesirable coloring of the 
teeth because of contact with the 
fluorine.
